The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the specific 
executable program shown underlined below. The decision on Appeal noted that a "formatter" is 
a specific type of program to be executed (see Applicant's embodiment of the invention lines 17- 
20, at page 29 in specification). Applicant's claims are believed to be patentable over prior art 
because the independent claims 1-14 claim, " a display information acquisition request from an 
information terminal specifies a page template. The page template is analyzed. Formatter 
specifying information as mentioned in the specification page 29, lines 17-18, and display 
attribute information is acquired from the page template. A formatter is then acquired based on 
the formatter specifying information as mentioned in the specification page 29, lines 17-18 and 
in fig. 6. It is the page information, and not the unprocessed contents or the page template, which 
is display on the display apparatus of the information terminal. The page information is used to 
generate an HTML page, and the alteration of the contents is incorporated into the page template 
without requiring editing of an HTML page. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
